Ho never asked me how to locate a single page 4n the 
large collection and lie did -et ask me where he could even find the Warren MgLminission 
records I have. He scams to liavo restricted liimself to a biased selection of official'^ 
records ofi Warren Commission critics, including me, of v/Mch I have a file of duplicates. 
ILio reflection of thorn is less than honest and lie asked me nothing about them, 
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A grosser and wore deliberate misrepresentation tha/f Ills boasting of "coins 
beyond i3xas was on the available record " is difficult to conceive with mint he uc<jd thso 
"nearly 200 interviews ? for: circumventing the official «otfidenco when it disputed liis 
preconception. Ill:- is a formula book. He believed the time had come when that kind of 
support fox’ wliat 1 record as the official i-ythology could succeed. 

He actually used less of those KGB files, than was published and he misused them 
selectively.

Then can ha 4* be anyone with less "enthusiasm" for new recoi’ds to become available 
because those of any significance will redound against him, his book and liis deliberate 
dishonesty, including to your committee. 

Hq luxe’.; I'd suM the FBI for the results of its scientific testing, even tint 
the Congress had amending the invo tigatoi^jfiles exemption over the first such suit in . 
1974. ffe did not ask where he could find the records in tint (or any other ^ litigation 
and aside from the numerous Records ^ obtained by it wo deposed four FBI Lab SAs. 

I regret very much tli t the Congress cannot always perceive those who are literary 
whores , plagiarists, which Posner is, or just plain shysters. 

Recently I mailed Congressman Conyers aj[ letter from the FBI I should have sent you, 
along with ray response, jft actually told me tliat it is releasing nothing new, only what 
it had already disclosed. From the news accounts citing those records, tliat is true.
